Lawrence pnoned mu pursuant to iuy conversation with Ronald Hanover in Jiemphis on 
Sunday 2/20/71. Lawrence actually worked in renting Trade-hart space under Hanover. I 
havu not yot typed a meioo on ray conversation with Hanover. They art.' consistent in all 
major respects, that they wore engaged to contract the space so that there would bo fixumcing 
for the construction, and tiiat they exceeded their minimum. Lawrence's recollection i 3 
that *1,900,000 was needed and they went over 32,000.000, 

He had little to do with Shaw, but Sh&w did also contact some of the people he know 
to runt space, however, when I told him the essence of Coub's and Shaw's testimony, that 
without Shaw the whol^ tiling woula have fallen apart, he laughed. 

Lawrence's recollection is that he was in how Orleans renting space from some time 
in 1963, intermittently, until 1970. These periods would range from 2 weeks to 6 months. 

Thoir accomodations were arranged by l)oloro3 Neeley, who iuaeaxsat to bo thu ITii 
girl Friday, not just Jesse Core's secretary. She placed them at the --oyal Orleans, 
which was witliin easy walking distance, not tho kooaevolt, as I'd thought tho reports say. 
Palmisano, when Lawrence last heard of him, was working with a glass company in N.O. and 
before he left 11.0. Lolores had gone to work for the mortgage loan arficta company, which 
also had an office there. 

lie wan surprised, about two weeks after tho assassination, wlv n an Fill agent walked 
in and said, name is Lu^rence, too 1 ' , ana proceeded to speak to him for about 5 rainutoo. 
lie showed them one picture from the WD3U footage, pre sura .ably, and each identified himself 
in it. 1 recall no reference to lianovef anywhere, jut tliis is also what Hanover told me. 

1 suspect tliat if tliis picture was withheld from the ttoiauiaaion, th e most r asonable 
explanation mignt bo tliat it shows thi? "third roan". 

Whether or not Lhaw helped with thj rental, it is clear that tliis company, Cross 
°ountry, and the two men, were liircd for that purpose. At first Lawrence said he was 
in charge, which is approximately what the FBI report says, but that really meant 
under Hanover, who was his boss. 

L thought Cpbu and Lhaw xxst were good friends. 

He is to send roe a snapshot of him and ask Ronnie to ao likewise, so 1 can se*. if 
any of this available pictures includes them, and I said I'd get pictures for thorn, allowing 
either them and Oswald or, if they are not in any available, showing the ev^nt, with liiO.
